2 (i) In this Ordinance and the Regidations from lime to Deiinitioas 
time issued thereunder, the following terms stiall liavf^ the mea¬ 
nings assigned by this Section 


(a) ‘'Company" inclufles a single eompany and a group 
of c(»ni[)anies of which one or more companies may he controlled 
bv or affiliated or subsidiary to another company of the same 
group. 

(b) “Controller” means the Controller of Mines and 
includes any jierson duly appojnte<l to act for him.

(^) “Holder of a prospecting" or exploralion i>ermit, 
jHuspectin;^ oi* prospe<*tin;^ (dl licenci*, certificate of discovery 
or mining li^^ht ” means ihe per*son hi whom such permit, li<‘ence, 
or ri^dit was granted in Ihe first instance, and in tin; case of 
an exploration permit, a prospecting or prospecting oil licence, 
certificate of discovery or mining right, includes the person in 
whom such permit, licence, cerlilii*ale oi* right has either wholly 
or partially become vested by devolution, Iransler, assignment 
or otherwise. 


(h) “l.^md” includes all categories of land compi'ised 

in the Ottoman l.and Code and also all territorial waters, inland 
rivers and seas. 


(i) “Minerals” means all materials of economic value 
forming part of or derived natuifdly from the crust of the eai th, 
including niineral oil, pitch, asphalt, and natural gas but not 
minerals in solution or peat, trees, timber, and similar kinds of 
forest produce, or the materials defined in Ar ticle 1 of llie Otlo- 
inan l.aw of Quarries dated tind July, 1U)1.

(J) “Miin'rals” may be either precious minerals or 


non-prmdous minerals. 


(k) “Precious minemls’* include precious stones and 
precious mehils and tli^* ores of precious metals. 

(l) “Precious Metals” include plalimim, gold arul 
silver and such other metals as the High (!ommissioner may, 
by priKdainalion piiblislierl in the (Jazette, proclaim to b<; 
precious metals.

Provided that no ore shall be cleemed to be a precious 
mineral unless there be present in the ore such proportion of 
precious metal or metals as would enable the ore in bulk to 
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be mined in payable i|uantities apart from tlie proceeds realised 
by the extraction therefrom of any other minei’al substance. 

(m) ‘‘Precious stones” include diamonds, rubies, 
sappliires, emeralds ami such other stones as the High (!ommis- 
sioner may, by proclamation published in the Gazette, proc'laim to 
be precious stones. 

(n) “Non-precious mineials” inclmle all minerals 
except precious minerals. 


(o) “Alluvial minerals” means minerals, both precious 
ami non-precious, occurring as grains, crystals, or fragments in 
sands or gravels. 


(p) “Mine” means any excavation for the purpose of 
miniiig minerals, and all mineral deposits worked at or IVom the 
surface together with all buildings, erections, plant macliinery, 
tramways, railways, appliances, stores, waste heaps and dumps 
belonging or appertaining thereto, above and below gi'ound for 
any mining pui[)ose as herein deiiiuMl. 


((|) “Mining Purpose” means any work necessary 
for 01 * incidental to the getting, extraction and ti*eatment of 
minerals and includes cutting and constructing any tunnel, water 
race, <lam, drain or reservoir, constructing any light raihvay or 
tramway, laying any pipes, ere'*ting any machinery or building, 
whether for the mining operations or for the accomodation of 
employees, ami any other work which the High Coniniissioner 
may declare hy notice to be a mining purpose.
